S except he were firſt called, tried, examined and 
knowen to haue ſuch qualities, as were requiſite for the ſame, and alſo 
by publique prayer, with impaſirian of hande, approoued and admit- 
ted thereunto. And therefore, to the intent theſe orders ſhould bee 
continued, and reuerently vſed and eſteemed in this Church of Eng- 
land, it is requiſite, that no man (not beeing at this preſent Biſhop, 
Prieſt, nor Deacon) ſhall execute any of them, except hee bee called, 
tried, examined, and admitted, according to the forme hereafter fol- 
lowing. And, none ſhall be admitted a Deacon, except he be twenty 
one yeeres of age at the leaſt. And euery man which is to be admitted 
a Prieſt, ſhall bee full foure and twenty yeeres old. And euery man 
which is to be conſecrated a Biſhop, ſhall be fully thirtie yeeres of age. 
And the Biſhop knowing, either by himſelfe, or by ſufficient teſtimony, 
any perſon to be a man of vertuous conuerſation, and without crime, 

and after examination and triall, finding him learned in the Latine 
tongue, and ſufficiently inſtructed in holy Scripture, may vp- 
on a Sunday or holy day, in the face of the Church, 
admit him a Deacon, in ſuch manner and forme 
as hercafter followeth.

Irſt, when the day appointed by the Biſhop is come, 
there ſhall bee an exhortation, declaring the duety and 
office of ſuch as come to bee admitted Miniſters, how
